telle of the writ for holding the Eleftion at which he lhall tender his vote 
in inanner and form required by the faid Aa, and for that purpofe he lhall 
produce in open Court at a Seffion of the Peace, the deed lealh or inftrument 
under which Ins Freehold arifes, and take and fubfcribe the oath, or if a 
Quaker, the affirmation, in form prefcribed in the faid A6t :

AND whereas by the faid recited Aft of the thirty-third year of His pre- 
sent Majefty’s reign, it is enafted, that the names of liich perfons who 
ffiall fo take and lubfcribe the faid oaths and declarations, with their titles 
and additions, lhail he entered upon rolls for that purpofe to be appointed 
by the faid relpeftive Courts ; and that the laid rolls lhail be tranfmitted to 
and depofited in the Rolls Office in the city of Dublin, to remain amongft 
the records thereof ; BE it therefore Enafted, That the officer of the court 
•y where fuch oaths and declarations lhail have been taken and fubferibed, 
lliall, on or before the firft day of January one thoufand eight hundi'ed and 
twelve, tranfmit to the faid Office of the Roils, all fuch rolls as lhail not 
have been duly tranfmitted before the palling of this Aft ; and that fuch 
officer lliall allb, within fourteen days after the firft day of January in each 
and every lubfequent year, tranfmit to the faid Office of the Rolls, all rolls 
containing the names titles and additions of all perfons who lhail have taken 
and fubferibed fuch oaths and declarations, which lhail remain in the office 
of fuch court previous to fuch firft day of January in each year.
